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Applicants thank Examiner Boesen for discussing the restriction requirement with 
applicants' attorney on April 12, 2006. Pursuant to that discussion and responsive to the action 
mailed March 10, 2006, applicants elect the inventions of Groups I, II and III all of which are 
drawn to the embodiment of nucleic acids encoding the heavy and light chains of an antibody. 
The election is made without traverse. 
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
